There is the probability, however 
that California will profit immediately 
through the unusual forms of adver 
tising that the State secures abroad 
through the 1915 fair. It is many 
years since the region west of the 
Mississippi River was afforded r 
chan*-e to demonstrate its strength 
of added population in an issue sc 
broad and clean-cut, and it is along 
the Atlantic Coast that men and 
women are awaiting with interest the 
decison of Congress in this test oi 
grit, enthusiasm and resources. From 
this same territory California is 
drawing the larger part of its popu 
lation and it seems idle to attack tht 
argument that 10,000 new people, 
acquired during the two years follow¬ 
ing the passage of these State amend 
ments, would more than compensate 


twice since the suggestion was made 
that the State of California should 
bond itself for $5,000,000 to assist in 
the financing of the Panama exposi¬ 
tion proposed at San Francisco, and 
thus provide an aggregate fund of $17,- 
500,000 for the fair, The Sun has 
voiced its opposition to the plan on 
the ground that the total sum to be 
provided is excessive and beyond pre¬ 
cedent. 

“Frankly, our own investigations 
have proven the error of that premise, 
and if the premise is w r rong, the rea¬ 
soning from it is very likely to be. 
So far as we have observed, no news 
source had made any comparisons with 
what has been provided for other big 
fairs in recent years, but The Sun de¬ 
termined to make some independent 
inquiries, expecting that the results 
would furnish new argument to use 
against the bond issue for which the 
Legislature that meets tomorrow is to 
pave the way. On the contrary, what 
has been developed has furnished ar¬ 
gument rather in support of the bond 
issue, and we call the attention of 
those newspapers—and they are nu¬ 
merous in Southern and Central Cali¬ 
fornia—that are opposing the bond

“The Sun sent telegrams to the Chi¬ 
cago Tribune, the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, the Portland Oregonian, the 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer and the Buf¬ 
falo Express, asking to what extent 
those five expositions had been 
financed in advance. Replies have 
been received from all but the query 
addressed to Buffalo.” 

The replies received by The Sun 
show that Chicago had $20,000,000 in 
sight for the Columbian Exposition, St. 
Louis $15,000,000 for the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, Portland $1,350,- 
000 for her Lewis & Clark Exposition, 
and Seattle $1,380,000 for the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition. 

Continuing, The Sun says: “If the 
Panama Exposition in San Francisco 
in 1915 is to be a big World’s Fair, 
In the class with the St. Louis and 
Chicago shows, $17,000,000 is not too 
much.

At 7 o’clock Thursday night the 
electric lights in the Clichy section 
■were cut out. Clichy is one of the 
eight divisions into which Paris is 
divided for electric lighting. The 
putting out of the lights is presum¬ 
ably due to a strike in sympathy with 
the railroad men. Plenty of lamps 
were available, however, and they 
were produced quickly. 

Big Strike Revolutionary. 

Premier Briand, commenting on the 
electricians’ act, emphasized the revo¬ 
lutionary character of the strike move¬ 
ment.

In the resulting fire, 
while her frantic husband was trying 
to quench the flames when summoned 
by her screams, the home burned 
down, with their savings for the sea¬ 
son. 

Negligence on the part of the New 
Guadaloupe Mining Company at San 
Jose, in allowing sticks of dynamite 
to lie around within the reach of small 
boys, is charged in a suit just filed by 
Edward A. Reynolds of Guadaloupe for 
$25,000 damages for the recent death 
of his young son, Douglass, in an ex¬ 
plosion. The boy’s body was terribly 
mangled. The boy found the dyna¬ 
mite and caps and hammered them 
with a rock until the explosion oc¬ 
curred. 

Just in time to save the State from 
being “busted,” $200,000 arrived at the 
State Treasury from the Treasurer of 
San Francisco. The State funds on 
hand were badly depleted, and the 
demands upon them are great.

EXPECTED SPANISH 
REVOLUESTRAINED 

Troops Held Under Arms, But 
Nowhere Needed 

An official note was issued on 
Thursday evening announcing advices 
from all parts of Spain indicating 
there had been no demonstration of 
any account to commemorate the 
death of Ferrer and no disorders. The 
day had been dreaded by the author¬ 
ities as the free thinkers, Socialists 
a,nd Republicans had planned Ferrer 
demonstrations that might easily lead 
to bloodshed, lip to midnight there 
had been no disorders. This was due 
probably to the firm attitude taken 
by Premier Canalejas and the Min¬ 
istry, and orders issued to General 
Weyler, Captain-General of Catalonia, 
to put down mercilessly any revolt. 
Throughout Spain troops were held at 
their barracks ready for instant ser¬ 
vice. Every officer and soldier on 
leave had rejoined his command at 
daylight. 

The danger of rioting appearfd 
greatest at Barcelona, where the 
Government refused to authorize a 
procession and manifestations at Fer¬ 
rer’s tomb. Those wishing to take 
part in such gatherings were informed 
that if they visited the cemetery to 
place flowers upon the grave of the 
Republican leader they must do so 
individually and not in a body. Even 
the assembling of small groups was 
prohibited. 

The recent encouragement to Span¬ 
ish Republicans found in the success 
of the revolution in Portugal was a 
source of special concern, as there are 
rumors that the outbreak at Lisbon 
was planned originally for Thursday 
and was to have coincided wij:h a
